The Situation at Colusa and Vicinity. 
Colusa, April 22d.—Twenty - five hun­ 
dredths of an inch of rain fell from noon yes­ 
terday to noon to-day. We have had several 
showers since. The wind is southeast. The 
river reached a point last night three inches 
above the high water of December, which 
was four inches higher than any previous 
water. It fell this morning about two inches, 
on account, it is supposed, of the break above, 
and has been on a stand all day. We cannot 
get any reliable data as to the breaks above. 
The river is running out at Princeton, and is 
eight inches there above any past high water. 
It is impossible to approximate the damage 
to crops. 
Trilling Damage. 
Windsor.—Since the dispatch of the 20th 
instant .04 of an inch of rain has fallen, and 
it is still showering. The damage to roads is 
trifling. A'few small bridges are gone, and 
unless the hot sun should come too soon but 
little damage will be done to small grain, but 
will delay the putting in of corn crops. 
Yuba and Feather Rivers. 
M a rt3 v ille .—The Yuba reached its high­ 
est mark at 11 o’clock last night, standing 
that night at 15 feet 10 inches—one inch less 
than last year. At 9 A. Jt. it had receded to 
14 feet 4 inches, and is still falling. Rain 
fell during the night and ceased at 8 A. M. It 
is still cloudy. All the levees are intact, and 
apprehensions of a flood are vanishing. Ow­ 
ing to breaks reported, we are not likely to 
have train communication to-day. 
The 4 Umax Reached—Levees Broken. 
N ew hope.—The climax is reached. At 
4 A. m. 200 feet of the levee gave way at the 
old Mokelumne City break, and the water 
rushed through with terrible velocity. At 7 
A. m. the levee near the Newhope Landing 
gave way in two places. At this time (9 A. 
M.) over 200 yards has gone, and the water is 
pouring through the breaks and in many 
places over the standing levee. A squad of 
men working on the levee had a narrow 
escape, fifty feet of the embankment giving 
way with fearful force within ten feet of 
them, the water flying forty feet high in the 
air. They were with difficulty rescued with 
boats. The country is fast becoming sub­ 
merged, and ranchers are running their stock 
out of the bottom land. It is raining again 
this morning, and more breaks are expected 
above. 
Great fear is felt for the islands. 
Tlie Mokelumne is still rising. 
Report anti Denial. 
Coi’RTLAND.—Taylor and Andrus Islands 
were in a dangerous position, but owing to a 
break in the Staten Island levee this morn­ 
ing the pressure on the levees is relieved and 
no danger is anticipated. 
L a te r.—The authenticity of the report 
that the Staten Island levee has broken is 
denied. The report is probably false. 
Streams Rooming. 
S h a sta .—It commenced raining about 2 
o’clock this morning, and is raining heavily 
at this hour (11 a. M.). It snowed ol. the 
mountains last night. The streams are all 
very high. The river is booming. No rail­ 
road train or mail last night on account of 
breaks in the road and bridges. 
Vast Lake SI milled w ith Islands. 
Calistoga.—A very heavy rain-storm com­ 
menced here Monday morning, and continued 
without much cessation until yesterday even­ 
ing. A great deal of damage has resulted 
from the same in destruction of bridges, cul­ 
verts, fences, and other property, besides 
flooding fields and vineyards. The storm 
was at its greatest bight Tuesday morning. 
Water ¡3 standing for miles below in the val­ 
ley at a depth of three and four feet. Farm­ 
ers residing in that portion could be seen 
making their way out on hastily constructed 
rafts. Chicken-houses, culverts, fences, trees 
and other debris went floating along, and in 
fact wherever the eye rested the country had 
the appearance of a freshet along the Missis­ 
sippi. The eastern portion of Napa valley, 
seen from Howell mountain, was so com­ 
pletely inundated that it presented the ap­ 
pearance of a vast lake studded with islands. 
The railroad track between this place and 
St. Helena was submerged 6o a depth of 
three feet, and in places the road-bed was 
washed away for a distance of 100 yards. 
There has been no communication cither by 
mail or travel with this place since Monday, 
and there will probably be none earlier than 
Sunday. 
Travel between this place and 
Sonoma and Lake counties is suspended, and 
will be for some days, owing to the condi­ 
tion of the roads. Telegraph communica­ 
tion was resumed this morning. 
Damage Evcrjw kere. 
N apa.—Reports of damage done by the 
late flood reach here from every part ot the 
county. Many bridges were swept away, 
and roads are in many places impassable. 
The railroad track both above and below this 
place is washed away in many places. No 
trains have reached here from Vallejo since 
Monday evening, and none are expected be­ 
fore Sunday. The storm in the mountains 
was especially severe. Much grain was 
washed out and destroyed. No stock Í3 re­ 
ported drowned. The water remained high 
a longer time than for twenty years or more. 
The damage done in the county will amount 
to thousands of dollars. 
Resistless Power of Avalanches. 
D ow n ieville.—The snow on the moun­ 
tains is deeper than ever known before since 
1849. From all quarters come accounts of 
snow-slides. Every little ravine is the path 
of a slip, and where there is a cabin, flume or 
ranch the destruction is complete. Many ra­ 
vines are full of heavy timber, carried down 
by the resistless power of the avalanches. 
Trees five feet in diameter were broken off, 
or torn up and hurled forward with tremen­ 
dous force. On one ranch the dwelling, gar­ 
den and orchard are covered forty feet deep 
with almost solid ice. 
On the East 
Fork of the Yuba, below the third 
divide an immense slide came thnndering 
down the mountain side beyond, filling the 
river canyon to a depth of 150 feet, complete­ 
ly damming the stream for awhile at that 
point. A charcoal ranch on the South Fork 
was buried by the slide, shoving one house 
into the raging torrent and covering the gar­ 
den 100 feet deep with snow. The river was 
dammed so that the bed further down was 


dry for a time. The obstructed waters then 
rose until they overflowed the bridge and cut 
a new channel over and around the debris. 
Several deep slides are reported at the Sierra 
Buttes quartz mine, above Sierra City. 
Goodspear’s Hill is one immense slide, in 
places the road being covered with snow over 
forty feet deep. Firewood is becoming fear­ 
fully scarce, and our provision supplies are 
not over abundant. At this time last year 
freight was being hauled into Downieville 
and all the adjacent mining camps. 
Altogether In necessary Rain. 
San B u en aventura.—Thestorm justclosed 
gave a little over half an inch of altogether 
unnecessary rain, flooding the rivers and 
stopping stages from both north and south. 
Except that some of the early barley is hope­ 
lessly broken down, no harm has yet been 
done to the crops. More rain, however, of 
which there is now no indication, will en­ 
danger the entire wheat crop of the county. 
Sheep-shearing, which was in full blast, can­ 
not be resumed for a week, as the wool will 
not be dry enough to clip. 
Highest M ater of the Season. 
S an ta P a u la .—It commenced raining here 
on the night of the 20th, raining unceasingly 
till midnight last night. The streams are 
higher than ever before this year. Stages are 
delayed. The barley that was headed out is 
injured to some extent. 
The “ Oldest Inhabitant" Gives it lj>. 
D utch F la t.—It ceased raining at 5 p. m. 
yesterday, and more fell heavily during the 
night. The snow is still silently falling, about 
three inches now remaining ou the ground 
unabsorbed. Barometer, 29.10. The oldest 
inhabitant gives it up. He never before ex­ 
perienced so furious and long-continued a 
storm at this time of the year as the last ten 
days has lavished upon us. At the land­ 
slide above Alta, it is reported that the rail 
road track and ties were moved about sixty 
feet and the roadbed covered by the slide to 
a depth of about thirty feet in places. A 
force of 150 men are at work repairing the 
break. They have taken up a lot of hydrau­ 
lic pipe anc a giant from Dutch Flat, and 
are rigging up a hydraulic to work away the 
slide from the roadbed, obtaining water for 
the purpose from one of the mining ditches 
which crosses the hill above. They will 
probably have the raib in place to-morrow. 
Bridges Swept Out to Sea. 
Salinas.—The Southern Pacific Railroad 
bridge across the Salinas river between Cas- 
troville and Monterey went out last night 
and lodged against the new county bridge, 
about one hundred yards below. 
About 
11:30 o’clock this forenoon the county bridge 
succumbed to the pressure, and was swept 
out to sea. The river is falling rapidly this 
afternoon. 
The train that should have 
reached Salinas from San Francisco at 4 P. M. 
yesterday did not arrive till near 11 o’clock 
at night, on account of the washing away of 
the track between Gilroy and Sargent’s. It 
is on time to-day. Up to 7 o’clock this 
morning 3.37 inches of rain has fallen here 
this month. Total for the season, 12.59 
inches. No damage to speak of has been 
done to grain in Salinas valley, and the crop 
prospect is all that could be desired. 
Down the River. 
Cocrtland.—The Sacramento river at this 
place has done no serious damage, excepting 
to Sutter and Schoolcraft Islands. The crops 
on them will suffer considerably. The An­ 
derson levee, between the plains and the 
river, has broker, and will flood all the low 
back lands between Richland and Freeport. 
The Pearson levee is 8 feet above the water. 
The river is higher to-night than at any pre­ 
vious time this season, and is rising very 
slowly. The roads in this vicinity are under 
water, and the stages have stopped running. 
Another Report ubouf Staten Island. 
Rio V ista .—The rainfall since Monday 
evening has been very heavy, amounting to 
3 23 inches. It is reported that Staten 
Island ¡3 flooded, and other localities are 
threatened by the high water. There are 
now indications of better weather. The 
total fall of rain to date is 14.35 inches. 
Thirty Fort Above low -M aicr Mark. 
V a c a v ille .—The rainfall for the season is 
34.93 inches ; for the month of April, 15.74 
inches. Putah creek was thirty feet above 
low-water mark yesterday at Winters, but 
the railroad bridge was not injured in the 
least. The trestles at the railroad bridge at 
Vacaville had two bents washed out by two 
county bridges lodging against it. Other­ 
wise the road was not damaged. 
la m i i r- 4'r.ving Fnongh. 
Merced.—The weather to-day has alter­ 
nated with sunshine and heavy showers of 
rain, aggregating for the day, since 5 p. M. 
y sterday, .40 of an inch, making 11.38 
inches for the season. The prospect is favor­ 
able fur a continuance of the showers all 
night. The farmers now cry enough, though 
but little grain has yet fallen down. 
Latest Irom Marysville. 
Martsvili.e.—Several showers fell here 
throughout the day. The river has fallen 
over two feet. Work on the washouts is pro­ 
gressing. Trains are not likely to run before 
Saturday. The road north of Marysville is 
in good order. A construction engine with 
one car left for Redding this afternoon with 
express matter only. The steamer D. E. 
Knight leaves Friday morning for Sacra­ 
mento, and will return in the evening with 
delayed mails, express and freight. The 
Oroville track is submerged only—no wash­ 
outs on the road. Trains will probably run 
to-morrow. The weather is unsettled. 
Oroville an<l Yirlnity. 
O ro v ille .—The weather is nearly clear, 
and no rain has fallen to-day. Thermometer 
53°. The river has fallen about two feet 
since yesterday. There is no communication 
with the lower country yet. No mails since 
Tuesday. The railroad at Honcut, and also 
outside of the levee at Marysville, is still sub­ 
merged. It is snowing in the mountains and 
low down on the foothills this morning. The 
water was higher yesterday in the small 
streams near here than ever before known. 
It has fallen quite rapidly since. The cars 
are not expected to be able to reach Marys­ 
ville before Monday. Many say this is the 
heaviest storm ever known here. 
The 
weather still unsettled and the wind south. 
The grand Odd Fellows’ celebration set for 
the 20th is postponed sine die. The winter 
woodpiles are exhausted, the roads are im­ 
passable and old lumber and fences are in 
demand. 
No Fears at Stoektnn. 
Stockton.—The water is now higher than 
at any previous period during the season. 
There is an extensive overflow on the plains 
east of the city. About a mile of the Stock­ 
ton and Copperopolis Railroad is submerged, 
but little damage has occurred. The Levee 
Committee took a ride around the eastern 
portion of the city to-day, and found nothing 
to justify the slightest fear of damage to 
property. The levee constructed under the 
law of 1873-4 is ample for the protection of 
the city from overflow by the waters of the 
Calaveras. The water in the Stockton chan­ 
nel rose 20 inches in seven hours to-day, and 
in the evening rose at the rate of an inch per 
hour. The waters in the Calaveras and in 
Mormon channel are subsiding, but the San 
Joaquin is rising Blowly. Not only has there 
been no damage from high water, but the 
most timid can rest perfectly free from any 
fear whatever. There is no later news from 
the reclaimed tule islands. 
Railroad Bridge Swept Away. 
C a stro v ille .—The Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road bridge across the Salinas river was 
s^ept away about 3 o’clock this morning. 
About 10 o’clock the county bridge, a short 
distance below, was also carried away. The 
loss is over $30,000.

K uklnx In T ulare County -F resli O ut­ 
b reak o f Ibe la u il T roubles. 
H an fo rd , April 22d.—'The Kuklux are at 
it again. Last night Mr. Parkhurst was 
called out of bed at the Freeman House. 
One of the Leaguers stood on one side of the 
door with a double-barreled shotgun, and on 
the other side stood one with a pistol cocked, 
and a spokesman in front, while twenty or 
thirty horsemen, all fully disguised, sur­ 
rounded the hotel. The proprietor answered 
their call. He asked them not to make 
any demonstration that would frighten 
the wife or child of Mr. Parkhurst. 
He then wakened Mr. Parkhurst and told 
him to come down. Parkhurst did not wish 
to do this, but being advised that no harm 
would follow he went down to the door, 
closely followed by his wife. Mr. Parkhurst 
had been sent here by the railroad company 
for the purpose of leasing the lands to set­ 
tlers which are now occupied by them. He 
was asked when he intended to leave. He 
told them he intended to leave in the morning 
train at 8 o’clock. They said that was ail 
right. They also called for Clark, the grader, 
but he was not in town. Mr. Parkhurst, 
finding that they would not lease of him, had 
prepared to leave without any intimation of 
their midnight visit. The settlers consider a 
lease signed by themselves and placed on record 
would operate against them in their claim 
for the land. Out of two or three hurdred 
cases they have been able to appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the United States but 
three. The railroad company are deter­ 
mined to have possession or rent. The set­ 
tlers, on the other hand, are determined to 
hold possession, by mob force if necessary, 
till the cases are decided upon by the Su­ 
preme Court.

THE ROYAL M DDY. 


OUR CORRESPONDENT TELLS ALL ABOUT 
THE NEW OPERETTA 


Across the Bay In the Rain—Church Notes 
—Retiracy from the Pulpit 
—Marriage—Etc. 


S an F ran cisco , April 21, 18S0. 
Looking oat of the window I wonder if 
there could possibly have been rain any­ 
where else, for it seems as though the 
heavens couldn’t have held more than we 
have had here. In spite of it all, how­ 
ever, I can’t see that the bay has risen 
beyond flood-tide. 
In two kinds of 
weather I love to take the trip to Oakland 
and back : On a bright, sunshiny, spark­ 
ling day (it makes me smack my lips to 
think of a sunny day again), when the air 
hangs over the water with the milky fire 
of an opal, and then again when the rain 
falls in sheets and the boat snorts and rolls 
like a porpoise on its unmarked path. 
Yesterday morning I went just to go some­ 
where, and if you remember Tuesday morn­ 
ing was 
A FINE MORNING FOR CEESE. 
To look business-like I took a book un­ 
der my arm, for it does seem so crazy for a 
woman to be out in the rain unless she is 
obliged to. There were five other women 
on the voyage, and every one of them 
looked like a ship built for stormy weather, 
in ulster, short skirt, rubbers, and small 
hat reefed in with a vail. The boat gave a 
tremble and we were off. The islands lay 
round about behind a mist of rain, and the 
gulls, crying harshly, circled about the 
ships. The City of Peking, just in from 
China, looked forlorn enough in quarantine, 
its yellow flag from our distance appearing 
like a handkerchief, ladies’ size, dripping 
with tears. When about midway a vail of 
pitiless rain seemed to sweep in between 
the land and us, the water below bubbled 
up with a sullen growl, and the scene was 
dead for the lack of one glancing sparkle in 
sea, air, or sky. And it was just this dead 
desolation I had come to see, the ashes of 
a rainy day. I have said how taut and 
weather-built the women looked ; but how 
can I express to you the dilapidated, ras­ 
cally air which the turned up trousers and 
the turned down hat gave every man. 
Never were such 
UNKEMPT HEARDS, 
And such mustaches awry, such damp, 
steamy creatures ; and I do think the rev­ 
elation of a boot leg, wrinkled, loppy, 
rusty-red, above a natty, blacked and neat- 
fitting foot, too dreadful. It is like dis­ 
covering a gunny-bag skirt above kid shoes. 
Dili anyone, I wonder, ever see a neat boot 
leg? 
Saturday morning winked as it 
waked, half teary, half laughing, some­ 
where between a smile and a cry, but 
everybody said it had cleared off' just be­ 
cause they wanted it to, and the person 
who ventured to remark that the moon had 
changed “ watery” that morning was 
frowned down at once. We were all going 
to sde Emelie Melville as the “ Royal 
Middy,” and it was a lovely sight to see 113 
in our new bonnets get out of the car just 
as it rained as if the day was made up for 
a steady pour. We had plenty of company 
though, and I saw one woman in what I 
knew must be her spring suit, because it 
was heliotrope, looking piteously out from 
a door-step which had given her refuge, 
and she was the image of despair. But 
the theater was all crowd and bustle, and 
funny little messenger boys showed us our 
seats. The auditorium was a flower garden 
of nodding, tossing heads, and some of the 
prettiest children I ever saw laughed and 
prattled before tbe curtain rose. There is 
always a growl from some quarter about 
th e baby t h a t c rie s 
At the matinee, but it lias always seemed 
to me that matinees were for women and 
children, not for men who can go anywhere 
of evenings. And yet you will find plenty 
of men every Saturday afternoon crowding 
out the women and children and frowning 
because the woman who couldn’t come 
without bringing the baby, came and 
brought it. 1 should like some time to 
engage seats for all the wemen in San 
Francisco with twins to cry out the men 
forever who come to the matinee to smirk 
and stare or because it’s cheap, and who 
wouldn’t pity a little woman flustered to 
death at the very thought of disturbing 
people and praying from the bottom of her 
heart that she may be able to pacify the 
baby in a minute. On Saturday children 
looked at the stage in wonder and awe, the 
setting and costumes were so beautiful. 
The play has a funny little plot of its own. 
The Queen of Portugal secretly marries 
Lamberto 
(that is Annis 
Montague1 
and Turner) who has a little sweet­ 
heart 
in 
Paris 
called 
Fanchette, 
and this is Emelie Melville. The latter in 
a lavender costume and a wonderful hat, 
tucked up with violets, comes to Lisbon 
expecting to find her lover all transports, 
but he naturally isn’t, and she spunks up 
at such treatment and vows she’ll stay and 
scratch the eyes out of the other woman. 
Lamberto tries to poke her off' upon Dorn 
Jannario, who is Max Freeman, a Creesus 
of Brazil, in a queer and picturesque cos­ 
tume, but Fanchette won’t be put one side 
that way. Jannario is the funny charac­ 
ter of the play, and does everything 
through Mungo, his negro slave. He takes 
snuff, Mungo sneezes ; he gets mad, Mungo 
raves ; he hears a joke, Mungo laughs, and 
it Í3 ridiculously funny. To save herself 
from being discarded as Lamberto’s sweet­ 
heart by the suspicious Queen, Fanchette 
emerges as a Royal Middy, and is accepted 
everywhere as a boy, being taken on board 
ship among a royal company of boxing, 
fencing, drinking, smoking middies, where 
she 
GETS AWFUL SICK 
Trying to smoke. But in this dress she 
gains the favor of the Queen, and in a 
chess tournament takes the game from the 
Queen's hands and wins it for her in four 
moves. The floor of the stage is marked 
off as a chess-board, and all the men are 
real live little children, who make tha 
moves as they are ordered. The pawns 
are too cunning, being little girls with 
shields and spear and helmet, and blue 
silk stockings on their tiny legs. A young 
man, a roystering young fellow, was to 
have entered as the middy, but as he is not 
yet in Lisbon, despairing what else to do, 
Lamberto pnshes Fanchette into the place 
till he can dispose of her in some other 
way. But now the young man arrives, and 
with nothing to do, swaggers round Lisbon 
drinking and creating havoc among the 


girls, all of his misdeeds being laid at the 
feet of fioor Fanchette, who finally appears 
before the Queen in proper dress (green 
velvet and gold fringe), claims the wild 
young man as her brother, accepts the Bra­ 
zilian Criesus, and the curtain falls, after 
three long and entertaining acts. It is 
just as gorgeous as it can be, full of 
pretty music and gay with brilliant tab­ 
leaux, though a misgiving seizes me that I 
may not have given this description in very 
classical language. Whenever I see any­ 
thing so pretty I think I’d like to bring it 
vividly before those for whom I write. The 
public have a remarkably good feeling to­ 
ward this company, probably because so 
many of its members belong with us. Miss 
Melville is a lady' who has been accepted 
socially as well as professionally for many 
years here. She married here, and her two 
children were born here, and besides, she 
is too conscientious to play or rehearse on 
a Sunday, and that counts for a good deal 
with some of us. Miss Louise Paullin is 
an old high-school girl, very well known to 
many of her audience, and Miss Lily Post 
used to be in the Mint, where she was 
kind enough to entertain her fellow-work - 
women often of a day when the hours drag­ 
ged. Besides there is Max Freeman, the in­ 
comparable Max, with his odd German accent 
and thick pronunciation. His own people 
delight particularly in him. M ísb Rebecca 
Selig, the eldest daughter of M. Selig, 
President of Synagogue Emanu-El, one of 
the best-known Jewish families in the city, 
has recently contracted an agreement of 
marriage with Mr. Solomon, of Banner 
Bros., and a short time since the engage­ 
ment was 
announced and celebrated 
quietly. The lady was the recipient of 
MAGNIFICENT FLOWERS, 
The most prominent pieces being an im­ 
mense basket as large as a door and a huge 
boat which was laden with beauty and fra­ 
grance. The marriage occurs in June. 
Speaking of marriages reminds me of a 
little incident at the springs last summer. 
A young lady from here was amusing the 
company by telling how rich the man must 
be that married her, what pin money she 
required, etc., when someone remarked : 
“ Well, Miss Blank, Mr. Such-an-one ar­ 
rives to-night, and he is immensely wealthy. 
You had better set your cap for him.” 
She responded graciously, ami when they 
were presented .ill eyes were upon them. 
She was very effusive—so pleased to meet 
the gentleman ; so appreciative of the op­ 
portunity—but what was her horror when 
he raised his hand warningly and said, in 
a hoarse voice (he is a horse auctioneer), 
“ Miss, keep away from me. I’m a mar­ 
ried man, and the father of thirteen chil­ 
dren !” '

LIVELY SCENE IN COURT. 
Rough and Tumble Fight Between Two 
Witnesses. 
IStockton Herald, April 21st.) 
Yesterdav the trial of AY. A\\ AA’aite, 
“ Arizona Bill,” charged with battery com­ 
mitted on John Shepherd about two weeks 
ago, was held at Linden. The trial was by 
jury. AVbenever a jury trial is held at 
Linden the Justice of the Peace has to hire 
a hall to accommodate the spectators, his 
Court being altogether too small. Jury 
trials are about the only public entertain­ 
ments that the Linden people have, and 
they turn out en masse to them. Yester­ 
day Linden Hall was chartered, and about 
two hundred spectators gathered to witness 
the proceedings and to be w ituesses. Quite 
a large number of witnesses had been ex­ 
amined, when a man named Murphy was 
put on the stand. Murphy testified that 
“ Arizona Bill,” after pushing John Shep­ 
herd off the porch on the Gth iust., grabbed 
Shepherd’s lame leg and re-broke it where 
it had before been brokeD. McCarty, 
another witness, spoke up and denied it. 
Murphy called McCarty a liar, and Mc­ 
Carty returned the compliment and nfade 
a serious reflection ou Murphy’s maternal 
ancestor. 
Then the tight commenced, 
Murphy and McCarty clinching 
and 
punching at each other’s heads and faces 
and rolling over the floor, until Murphy 
“ went dowm into his pocket ” after a six- 
shooter. The fun, that had a deep and 
absorbing interest for the spectators, pos­ 
sessed attractions no longer, and they 
stampeded for the doors. It was a regular 
panic, but the Court, the attending Con­ 
stable, the jury and the lawyers remained. 
They couldn’t get past the battery without 
going within range. 
Attorney Budd 
mounted a chair and shouted : “ Let them 
fight 1” but one of the jurors, II. II. Tur­ 
ner, thought differently, and he made a 
break for Murpl y s pistol. His example 
was followed by ihree or four others, and 
altogether they rolled Murphy about on the 
floor, but the pistol had in the meantime 
been returned to Murphy's pocket. An­ 
other juryman held McCarty, and compar­ 
ative peace and quiet were finally restored. 
During these proceedings the Court and 
attorneys were in the highest state of en­ 
joyment. Their laughter was uncontrolla­ 
ble, seeing the ludicrous demonstrations of 
the belligerents and pcace-makcrs. When 
finally the turbulence ceased, Murphy was 
fined $25 for his rashness. He paid it. 
“ Arizona Bill ” was found guilty of battery 
and fined $20. 


A TEST AS TO SMOKING. 
Physiologists are familiar with abundant 
examples in which articles of food, emi­ 
nently nutritious to the generality of 
human beings, act as poisons upon some 
exceptional organisms. There are many 
persons who cannot eat fat, otheis who 
cannot eat butter, or eggs, or mutton, veal, 
or peculiar sorts of game, without the most 
distressing effects. 
The late Dr. Prout 
knew a person on w hom mutton acted as 
poison. “ He could not eat it in any form. 
This peculiarity was supposed to be owing 
to caprice, and the mutton was repeatedly 
disguised and given to him unknown, but 
uniformly with the same result of produc­ 
ing violent vomiting and diarrhea.” Tit sot 
says he could never swallow sugar without 
vomiting. Hahn found that seven or eight 
strawberries sufficed to send him into 
convulsions. 
In presence of such exam­ 
ples, how can we help concluding that 
tobacco also must to some organisms be of 
quite peculiar dangerousness ? If tbe ex­ 
cretory action be not rapid, we know that 
tobacco will be a poison to all men, and 
inasmuch as there arc varying degrees of 
excretory vigor in different organisms, it 
is clear that the effect of tobacco will be 
strictly dependent on this varying sus­ 
ceptibility. It is in every man’s power to 
answer very decidedly for himself the im­ 
portant question whether tobacco is in­ 
jurious to him. Does he suspect any evil 
influence ? Let him abstain, and closely 
watch the result. If, with no other change 
in his way of life, he can detect the disap­ 
pearance of any marked symptom, which 
reapjiears whenever he resumes his cigar, 
then he may be sure that he is wrong to 
smoke, or that he smokes too much.

COMMUNICATIONS. 


For a little while California is thrust 
back into something more than her ohl 
isolation. 
Ih e railroad has taught us to 
look upon the Sierra as having been abol­ 
ished, but the storm has suddenly forced 
upon us a realization of the fact that those 
grim peaks do not iise so many thousand 
feet for nothing, and that it is always 
possible for them to become a Chinese 
Wall for us. 
And so it happens that we 
are literally and absolutely cut off from all 
the rest of the world, and are driven, like 
all solitary7 people, to introspection. 
We 
turn our attention perforce to the only 
news available, anti we magnify and dilate 
upon our own storms as though there was 
no longer any country beyond the mount­ 
ains. 
Nor is there for us while the break 
continues. 
To those who do not know 
what is happening it is the same as though 
nothing happened. 
The blind deaf mute is 
as isolated from the universe as if no uni­ 
verse existed. 
For him there can be few 
sources of emotioD, pleasurable or painful, 
and it is easy to perceive how the absence 
of communication with the rest of the 
world must dwarf and shrivel the im­ 
agination and the 
reflective faculties 
of communities. 
To-day we feel the 
temporary 
deprivation 
of 
our 
usual 
news facilities as a positive misfortune, 
but it is not so very long ago since this 
was the normal situation of California, and 
when the uncertain and tedious overland 
route and pony express afforded all our 
opportunities for ascertaining what was 
going on in the rest of the world. 
Had 
that condition of things been continued 
until now it is possible that the average 
Californian would have been much more 
strongly individualized than at present. 
Tiiat is to say he would have been much 
more provincial and insular than he is. 
Local affairs and interests would have ac­ 
quired a disproportionate magnitude in 
his mind. 
He would have been more con­ 
ceited and narrow-minded. 
He would, in 
fact, have been less civilized. 
The rail­ 
road and telegraph have done a great deal 
to equalize the intellectual levels of this 
and 
the transmoutane regions. 
This 
effect has naturally been less perceived 
than the material changes produced by 
improved communications, but it is not 
among the least important of the benefits 
derived from the building of the Pacific 
liailroad. 
We have only to analyze the 
impressions made upon U3 by such a tem­ 
porary break in the communications as the 
present, to realize how much we have 
grown through the privilege of full inter­ 
course with all the world. 
And this 
universality of communication is one of 
the most influential factors in modern 
civilization, though it lias never yet 
been adequately appreciated. 
It is this 
which causes thought to operate to-day 
with such vastly increased power and 
scope. 
The railroad, the telegraph, the 
press, have made every scientilie discovery, 
every literary creation, every inspiration 
of genius, every feat cf statesmanship, the 
common possession of civilized mankind. 
W hat this means will be readily per­ 
ceived. 
It means the addition to the 
civilizing forces of the race of hitherto 
unattainable 
impetus and energy. 
It 
means the concentration upon every new 
idea of a greater and more diffused intelli­ 
gence than could ever before be secured. 
I t means the advance of communities, not­ 
as in the past, by slow and painful and 
hesitating steps, but by leaps and bounds. 
It means a gain to progress equivalent to 
many centuries of old-world existence. 
It 
is the strongest guarantee for the perpe­ 
tuity of human advancement the world 
has hitherto possessed. And it is therefore 
well that we should be uneasy and impatient 
when deprived, even for a single day, of 
our communications with the rest of the 
world, and that we should deem the thought 
of reversion to our old isolated condition, 
intolerable. 


TH E 
W EST 
PO IN T 
PARIAH. 


The most painful feature in the case of 
the colored cadet Whittaker, at present 
being investigated, is the disclosure made 
by him of his proscription. 
It has been 
developed that his color and race have been 
visited upon him with all the cruelty and 
brutality conceivable. 
He has lived alone. 
His comrades refused to associate with 
him. 
Even the waiters in the mess-hall, 
taking their cue from the cadets, treated 
him with studied contempt and neglect. 
A t every step he was made to feel that he 
was regarded as an inferior being, and that 
bis presence was resented as 
an 
in­ 
trusion. 
We cannot believe that this 
persecution 
would have been possible 
if the officers of the institution had 
done their duty. 
It appears, however, as 
though these officers had sympathized with 
W hittaker’s persecutors, rather than with 
him. 
This feeling has certainly been shown 
quite grossly in the method of the inquiry, 
and It is discreditable to all concerned. 
If 
tho National Military Academy at West 
Point cannot be conducted on a basis of 
exact and equal justice to all its inmates, 
without distinction of race or color, it had 
better be abolished. 
The American peopl^ 
liare not contended these many years 
against race prejudice and enmity to per­ 
m it the perpetuation of that odious and 
barbarous sentiment in a national establish­ 
ment. 
The colored cadets ought to be 
treated on precisely the same footing as 
the white cadets, and such of the latter as 
seek to set up lines of demarcation between 
them arc very unlikely to graduate as 
“ officers and gentlemen.” 


In the tremendous struggle now going on 
in the Sierra the power of Man is squarely 
pitted against the power of Nature, and 
the comparative impotence of the former is 
strikingly displayed. 
Whatever unlimited 
capital, energy, skill, determination, me­ 
chanical appliances, numerical strength, 
undaunted bravery and persistence can do, 
is being done to keep open the railroad 
through the mountains. 
There is no lack 
of anything that can in any way contribute 
to the end sought. 
It may confidently be 
asserted that whatever human beings are 
capable of accomplishing under like condi­ 
tions is within the reach of the gallant 
corps now battling with the tempest. Nor 
did they approach the work at a disadvan­ 
tage. 
On the contrary, every precaution 
that engineering ekill and experience could 
suggest had been 
taken 
beforehand. 
Wherever there wa3 danger of snow slides 
or fills, massive and enormously strong 
sheds had been built over the track. 
The 
ponderous timbers of tliese structures 
looked to the inexperienced eye as though 
they 
were 
unnecessarily 
substantial, 
and the 
traveler, 
winding for miles 
through their dim galleries would natu­ 
rally have concluded that here, at least, 
the winter storms had been effectually 
guarded against, and that nothing short of 
a convulsion fierce enough to rend and 
shatter the mountain peaks themselves 
could affect these solid defenses. 
But the 
railroad men, better acquainted with the 
dangers they had to contend against, did 
not regard the snow-sheds as an adequate 
protection. 
They were supplemented by 
ample 
store of powerful 
snow-plows, 
which, driven by five, ten, or even more 
engines, seemed capable almost of opening 
a pathway through the granite walls of the 
mountain. 
In addition to these safe­ 
guards watchful sentinels were posted at 
short intervals throughout the area of 
danger, and every device for securing swift 
communication and relief that science fur­ 
nished was availed of. 
The storm could 
not take the guardians of the railroad by 
surprise. 
It appeared incredible that it 
could prevent the steady operation of the 
road. 
But the forces of Nature are not to 
be measured by human capacities. 
At 
length a storm has arisen which seems to 
laugh every exertion of feeble humanity to 
scorn, and which makes no more account 
of the most massive fabrics science, skill 
and capital can erect, than of the frail hut 
of the savage. 
The snow descends, the 
gale rages, and in a little while the ava­ 
lanche sweeps down the mountain side, 
the surface soil comes away in enormous 
bodies, and at a score of points the snow- 
sheds are crushed down as if they had 
been built of paper. 
Then rain falls upon 
the snow, and packs and hardens it in the 
drifts, and the great snow-plows with 
their long trains of engines recoil before 
the solid mass, and can make no impression 
upon it. 
The snow-sheds are gone, the 
snow-plows are rendered useless, and still 
the snow and wind and rain continue to 
beat upon the exposed and incumbered 
track, until at last the task of the brave 
railroad men becomes a thousand-fold 
heavier than when they began. 


Indomitable energy, pluck and endur­ 
ance beyond praise, are at length defeated 
by the irresistible force of Nature iu her 
mo3t wild and mischievous mood. 
All 
that man can do Í3 done. 
No precaution 
has been neglected, no duty slighted, but 
the storm allows no breathing-space, and 
disaster follows swiftly upon disaster. 
No 
gooner is a slide cleared away in one place 
than half a dozen more are reported. 
No 
sooner are demolished snow-sheds removed 
here, than other snow-sheds yield to the 
pressure of their burden there. 
The Su­ 
perintendent and his assistants forego all 
rest and refreshment. 
The gallant men 
hold back from no labor, however pro­ 
longed or exhausting. 
Gang after gang of 
workers retire utterly fatigued. 
On every 
side the demand for fresh exertion is heard. 
But still the furious storm rages on, 
and tramples out the work of hours 
in minutes, as though it recognized the 
antagonism of the situation, and was re­ 
solved to make no concessions to its adver­ 
saries. 
Never in the history of railroading 
has so protracted and tremendous a duel 
between Man and Nature been witnessed. 
It is an episode which deserves to be im­ 
mortalized, but it is being participated in 
by men who do not think of anything be­ 
yond the duty of the hour. 
To conquer 
Nature in such a strife would be to win a 
far more glorious victory than ever re­ 
suited from a stricken field, but the odds 
are terribly unequal. 
For Nature is 
fighting with elemental forces as her 
weapons, and the battle resembles the 
fabled struggle between the Titans and 
the Gods. 
The former did all that 
merely 
human 
power 
could achieve, 
but 
the dread 
thunderbolts of Jove 
beat down their desperate arms, and 
hurled them in ruin to the plains below. 
In the end the brave railroad warriors will 
doubtless succeed in re-opening the com­ 
munications which have been interrupted; 
but the almost inconceivable exertions and 
expenditure necessitated must turn public 
attention more significantly than ever to 
that new trans-continental road which is 
now so quietly extending its long line to­ 
wards the Gulf of Mexico, and which 
from terminus to terminus will traverse a 
level and perfectly protected region, safe 
from all storms, and incapable of elemental 
interruption. 
Iu the Central Pacific there 
is no recourse but to encounter Nature as 
an opponent. 
In the Southern Pacific she 
will be circumvented. 


A FLOWER 
SHOW 
FOR 
SACRAMENTO. 


The San Francisco Bulletin suggests a 
flower show for that ciNy as a promising 
device for aiding charities. 
We avail our­ 
selves of the suggestion, but beg leave to 
move a change of venue. 
If flower shows 
are to be held, we respectfully but firmly 
submit that Sacramento is the proper place 
to hold them. 
San Franc.seo is welcome 
to make the experiment, but if she does it 
will only be to experience the mortification 
inseparable from an attempt at competition 
under impossible conditions. 
It is indeed 
somewhat remarkable that a flower show 
should never have been thought of hitherto, 
in connection with the State Fair or at 
any other time of the year. 
Perhaps the 
State Fair 
comes somewhat too late 
in the year to allow of a full display 
of our horticultural triumphs ; but late 
as it is, we venture to assert that Sac­ 
ramento can produce more and finer flowers 
for the occasion, if she tries, than San 
Francisco can raise in May. 
And we 
think it would be a good thing to hold a 
flower show here. 
We have almost un­ 
rivaled 
opportunities for horticulture. 
Even now, without the stimulus of emu­ 
lation, many of our gardens are perpetual 
charms and ornaments, and if onr ladies 
were inspired by the hope of triumphing 
over competitors and winning prizes for 
their productions, we have no donbt they 
would enter upon the work with new zest, 
and produce correspondingly splendid re­ 
sults. 
The cultivation of flowers is of 
itself a very civilizing taste, and there­ 


fore to be encouraged, and there are not 
many places in the world wheffc flowers 
of every description can be grown more 
advantageously than in this city. 
We 
need no protection of glass. 
Even our 
coldest 
winters 
are 
seldom 
fatal to 
tropical and semi-tropical plants. 
Palms 
of every species flourish in tho open air, and 
the flowers of temperate as well as tropical 
regions prosper on our genial soil. 
The 
conditions necessary to the successful prep­ 
aration of a flower show, in short, ali ex­ 
ist here in peculiarly favorable forms, and 
we are very sure that if our flower-loving 
ladies will put their heads together they 
can without any difficulty organize a hor­ 
ticultural show for the present summer 
which will prove a great attraction, and 
will lay the foundation for a flower culture 
the limits and possibilities of which can­ 
not be overestimated. 


SAN FEANCISCO ITEMS. 


[From San Francisco exchanges of April 22d.) 
There are now on the way and loading 
for this port 113,000 ton3 of tonnage. 
The South Pacific Coast Railroad will 
run regular trains through to Santa Cruz in 
about ten days. 
The steamer City of New York is at 
hand from Sydney on schedule time. 
She 
brings the usual cargo. 
The Southern Pacific is nearly finished 
to a point thirty miles the other side of 
Tuc3on. 
Colonel Gray is completing the 
survey from San Antonio to El Paso. 
The extended cold weather this spring 
has delayed sheep-shearing, and the de­ 
liveries of wool have been therefore re­ 
stricted. 
The arrivals are now becoming 
free. 
■ 
J. M. Bassett, publisher of the Golden 
Era, was arrested yesterday on a charge 
of libel preferred by Rodman M. Price, 
based upon an article published in that 
paper April 10th. 
Sir Arthur 
Kennedy, 
Governor of 
Queensland, Australia, was amoug the 
passengers of the Pacific Mail steamship 
City of New York, which arrived here last 
night from Australia. 
The appeal papers in the case of L. J. 
Gannon, sentenced to six months in the 
House of Correction and to pay a fine of 
§1,000 for having used incendiary language, 
were tiled in Department No. 11 of the 
Superior Court yesterday. 
Judge Freelon 
will hear the case May 1st. 
Now that the Legislature is no longer in 
session, and a communistic agitation has 
practically ceased, there is a disposition to 
invest in all first-class local dividend secu­ 
rities. Prices show an advancing tendency. 
Confidence is evidently being restored, and 
capital is coming out of its hiding-places. 
The meeting and organization of the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners have 
been postponed until May 3d, owing to the 
inability of Commissioner Stoneman to 
leave Los Angeles at the present time. 
Workmen are now engaged in fitting up 
rooms for the use of the Commissioners in 
the Halleck building on Sansoine street. 
The Quarantine Officer reports that vac­ 
cination has taken on 51 of the 79 cabin 
passengers on board the City of Peking, 20 
show signs of recent vaccination, and S 
have had the small-pox. 
The white crew 
and Chinese passengers are being trans­ 
ferred to quarantine hulks preparatory to 
bringing tlie Peking to the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company’s dock. 
An effort is 
being made to obtain permission from the 
Secretary of W ar to use the barracks on 
Angel Island for quarantine purposes. 
An attorney-at-law was indulging in one 
of his flowery harangues before one of the 
Justices of the Peace a day or two ago, 
when a brother attorney suggested that he 
might be punished for contempt for his 
intemperate speech. 
The Justice over­ 
heard the remark, and picking up a four- 
pound paper-weight which was lying on 
his desk, remarked: “ There will be no 
contempt of this Court as long as I have 
this paper-weight.” 
The attorney who 
was addressing the Court immediately 
moderated his tone of voice and senti­ 
ments. 
George W. Henning, a member of the 
Kansas Freedmen’s Relief Association, has 
written a letter to Postmaster Coey, ask­ 
ing what assistance Caliioruia can give the 
colored population of the .South. 
The let­ 
ter says that Kansas has 25,000 of these 
persons already, and cannot take any 
more. 
It is expected that 50,000 will 
leave the South during the summer. 
Mr. 
Henning suggests that some could be 
brought to California under labor con­ 
tracts, or in colonies to take land, for 
which the money will be forthcoming. 
It 
is requested that Postmaster Coey speak 
to some of our prominent citizens on the 
subject. 
A private letter, dated Shakespeare, 
April 18th, received in town to-day, gives 
a vivid account of the insecurity to life 
and property in the southern belt of New 
Mexico on account of Victorio and His 
Apaches. 
Prospecting parties go out in 
strong force and armed. 
The United 
States colored cavalry appear to be worth­ 
less against the enemy, and there is “ a 
glut in the scalp m arket” in consequence. 
The letter continues : “ The Apaches are 
worse than ever. 
Victorio defeated the 
nigger troops the other day, killing twenty- 
live men and seriously wounding Captain 
Carrol, who was in command. 
Were it 
not for the timely arrival of Major Mc­ 
Lennan, with a troop of the Sixth Cavalry, 
Carrol’s command would have been ex­ 
terminated. 
There is some talk of calling 
out volunteers.” 
A lady visiting a matinee performance in 
this city recently had the misfortune to 
have her purse stole*. Among its contents 
were a visiting card, some trivial trinkets 
and loose change. A few days after a 
stranger called at the office of the lady’s 
husband, and, after making some pertinent 
inquiries, produced the lost purse. 
He 
stated that he had attended a certain mat­ 
inee performance, and having taken his 
seat, thrust his hand in his outside coat 
pocket for his opera glass, when he drew 
out the identical purse. 
The man was 
considerably surprised, and on opening the 
purse he found the articles above enumer­ 
ated, minus the money. 
By means of the 
visiting card he discovered the owner. 
The theory of the robbery is that the thief, 
after abstracting the money, had dropped 
tlie purse into a stranger’s pocket. 
Charles Crocker, President of the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad, recently purchased 
the Cosmopolitan Hotel property, at the 
corner of Bush and Sansoine streets, and 
the impression prevails that the railroad 
company intends to move their main offices 
into the building. 
That is not the present 
design. 
Mr. Crocker purchased the prop­ 
erty and a 50-vara lot adjacent as an in­ 
vestment, believing that it was a good 
time to buy real estate in San Francisco. 
He lia» adopted plans for converting the 
main floor into spacious and convenient 
storerooms. 
Already merchants who re­ 
gard the location as a good one for whole­ 
sale business have applied for storerooms 
in the building. 
The offices of the Central 
and Sonthcru Pacific Railroad Companies 
will remain at the corner of Fourth and 
Townsend streets. 
If the building in 
which they are located could be sold to 
good advantage the offices might be moved 
nearer the business center of the city. 


C a p t a in W e b b 's S i x t y -h o u r S w i m . — 
The English exchanges to hand give the 
particulars of the sixty-hours’ swim of Cap­ 
tain Webb. 
The tank in Westminster 
aquarium was forty feet loug, twenty feet 
wide, and ovrr six feet deep; the water 
being, by the aid of salt and chemicals, 
prepared as nearly similar to the “ sad sea 
waves ” as possible. 
He was to remain in 
the water for sixty hours, except his allow­ 
ance of thirty minutes’ rest to the twenty- 
four hours—seventy-five minutes in all. 
In the fortieth hour of his task he left the 
water for 21m. 40s., this being his only 
rest. The wager laid was £100 to £20 that 
he would not accomplish the feat. 
It was 
a trial of endurance rather than of swim­ 
ming, as no attempt was made to cover any 
specified distance. 
His food-was princi­ 
pally minced beef and eggs ; tea, coffee, ale 
and cigars being occasionally indulged in. 
The temperature of the water was from 75°

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 


VIEWS OF JUDGE FIELD, OF THE U. S. 
SUPREME COURT. 


A Response to a R ecently Published A rti­ 
cle on th e Absorbing Topic—The Evils 
of Chinese Im m igration. 


[San Francises Call.] 
The March number of the Californian 
contains a very forcible and well-written 
article from the pen of General John F. 
Miller on “ Certain Phases of the Chinese 
Question.” It was sent to Judge Field, of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, by 
General Miller, who has received in reply 
the letter which we publish below. 
Some 
of our citizens, learning from General 
Miller the purport of the letter, tele­ 
graphed Judge Field for permission to pub­ 
lish it, and obtaining his consent, we are 
now enabled to give it to the public : 


W a s h i n g t o n , March 5, 1880. 
Hon. John F. Miller—Dear Sir : I have 
much pleasure in acknowledging the re­ 
ceipt of the Californian for March, which 
you were kind enough to send me, contain­ 
ing your article on “ Certain Phases of the 
Chinese Question.” I am glad, as a Cali­ 
fornian, to see that another effort is being 
made to resuscitate the publication of a 
monthly periodical in our State. 
The first 
one was commenced, I believe, by Mr. 
Ewer, now an Episcopal clergyman of dis­ 
tinction in New York. 
The second one 
was edited, I think, for some time by Bret 
Harte, whose contributions to it first 
brought him into prominent notice. 
This 
new publication contains several interest­ 
ing and instructive papers, and will, doubt­ 
less, soon win its way to popular favor. 
Your article on the Chinese I have read 
with great pleasure, and I heartily concur 
with you in most of the views you express 
in it. 
I have always regarded 


THE IMMIGRATION OF THE CHINESE 
In large numbers into our State as a serious 
evil, and likely to cause great injury to 
the morals of our people, as well as to 
their industrial interests. 
No one who 
visits the Pacific Coast can fail to perceive 
its injurious results. 
Your article, I ven­ 
ture to say, will be productive of much 
good, as it is temperately and dispassion­ 
ately written, truthful in its statements, 
forcible in its argument, and statesmanlike 
in its suggestions ; and coming from one 
who holds a high position with the party 
in power, it cannot fail to have great 
weight with its members who desire to 
reach a corr>ct solution of the Chinese 
question. 
1 think that you have handled 
the subject so ably and pointedly, and in 
sucli a way, too, that you can hardly fail 
to obtain the approval of the more thought­ 
ful and enlightened on this side of the 
Continent. 
I agree with you that it is our 
duty “ to preserve this land for our people 
and their posterity forever; to proteet and 
defend American institutions and republi­ 
can government from the Oriental gan­ 
grene. 
And this is the duty of every 
American citizen.” These opinions I have 
long entertained ; indeed, ever since the 
evil began to loom up in its present propor­ 
tions, though I have had no sympathy with 
the violent, illegal and 


MISDIRECTED EFFORTS 
So often made to get rid of it. 
You will 
find them stated in an interview with the 
editor of the Arr/onaut and reported with 
substantial 
correctness in its issue of 
August 9, 1879, an extract from which I 
beg to subjoin for your perusal. 
I then 
said that “ no good can come from a resort 
to E m ail vexations against the Chinese. To 
deny to them the privilege of sending to 
China their dead, to cut off their cues, to 
subject them to inconveniences and petty 
annoyances is unworthy a generous gcople, 
and will result in no practical benefit. 
I 
recognize the Chinese question as one of 
prominent importance—a national question 
demanding the consideration of jurists and 
statesmen, and not tobe solved by a resort 
to sanitary laws, nor by local and munici­ 
pal police regulations. 
It is a broad ques­ 
tion, to be discussed by broad-minded men, 
and determined upon principles of law that 
govern nations in their intercourse with 
each other. 
This question cannot be 
solved by San Francisco nor California, 
nor is it a local one, nor are its conse­ 
quences to be confined to this side of the 
continent.

1 am aware 
that commercial intercourse with China is 
a one-sided affair, and that the English, 
German and American merchants are being 
driven out of the Chinese trade, and that 
the Chinese merchants have monopolized 
not on'y their foreign commerce, hut the 
navigation of their own coast and thfe in­ 
terior waters.

NOW WHAT IS THE REMEDY ? 
To me it seems plain. 
We have a treaty 
with the Government of China. 
We find 
that treaty, in its practical workings, one­ 
sided. 
It is not equal. 
The Chinese 
have denied to our people the privilege of 
trading with the interior of China. 
They 
open certain ports, known as treaty ports, 
ami practically deny to our merchants the 
right to enter any other. 
Americans are 
not allowed to dig iu their mines, work on 
tliair farms, build 
railroads, 
navigate 
streams, obtain franchises, and are re­ 
stricted in the enjoyment of any but the 
most limited privileges. 
They are not 
allowed the freedom of the country. 
We 
may not peremptorily abrogate this treaty, 
because to do so would be a declaration of 
war, but we may say to the Chinese au­ 
thorities, that because we find this treaty 
works unequally, and to the disadvantage 
of our people, we desire to modify it ; we 
may give the required notice of six inontli3 
or one year ; we may then make another 
treaty and give to the Chinese the privi­ 
leges they practically accord to us. 
We 
may say to them, your people shall only 
come to the United States and shall only 
remain hero for the purpose of general 
commerce ; you shall be welcome to cer­ 
tain ports and to none other; you shall 
engage only in foreign trade ; you shall be 


EXCLUDED FROM ALL EMPLOYMENTS 
Not connected with or incidental to for­ 
eign commerce ; you shall be allowed the 
privilege of crossing our continent iu pur­ 
suit of business ; you may be welcome to 
visit any port of our land ; you may edu­ 
cate your youth in our colleges. 
But you 
shall not send to us an immigration to en­ 
gage in the general industries of our coun­ 
try ; you shall not send a population to be­ 
come permanent residents in our country ; 
you shall not come into competition with 
our laborers ; you shall not engage in me­ 
chanical and manufacturing employments : 
you shall not own or till our agricultural 
lands ; nor shall you fill menial employ­ 
ments. 
* * 
* * 
Thus, the question 
may be solved, rationally, speedily and 
peacefully.” 
The want of reciprocity in the benefits 
of the treaty is fully stated in the follow­ 
ing extract from a communication made by 
our Minister in China to>*he State Depart­ 
ment, dated May 10, 187S : 
“ A very few words are needed to indi­ 
cate the lack of reciprocity between us. 
I 
think that there are no opportunities of 
residence, or of enterprise, from which the 
Chinese among us are debarred. 
They can 
go where they will and do what they will 
in all our broad domain. 
But it is not so 
here. 
Our countrymen may reside in a 
few cities only, and they may engage in no 
enterprise outside of the ordinary inter­ 
change of commodities and their transpor­ 
tation between defined points. 


OPPORTUNITY EXISTS TO DEVELOP MIXES, 
To establish furnaces and factories, to con­ 
struct roads, canals, railroads and tele­ 
graphs, to operate these, and steam or 
other vessels on many routes not now open 
to them ; hut from all these and many 
other important branches of enterprise we 
are effectually, and, perhaps, hopelessly 
shut out. 
I‘erhap=>, then, the time has ar­ 
rived when we may say to this Govern­ 
ment that we may expect a more perfect 
reciprocity, and that, if our people cannot 
be admitted here to a’l the privileges en­ 
joyed by theirs in onr country, they must 
not blame us if we demand such a revision 
cf our treaties as will leave us free to meet 
the necessities of our situation. 
It is very 
certain that China would not consent to 
the extension of tie privileges enjoyed by 
foreigners in this country, and it is pos­ 
sible that, rather than do this, she would 
agree to such a revision of our treaties as 
I have indicated. 
Bat if she should notdo 
so, and should plant herself firmly on ex­ 
isting treaties, refusing to grant us any­ 
thing, or assent to the withdrawal of any 
privileges from her people, we would have 
proceeded, nevertheless, as I have said, in 
an honorable way, and could then consider 
the whole situation and determine the 
policy which would not conduce to our 
welfare.” 


A MODIFICATION OF THE TREATY 
Is, in my opinion, the only way to deal 
with the problem of their exclusion. They 
cannot be forced out of the country by 
raids of mobs maltreating their persons 
and burning their houses. 
The public 
opinion of the country will not tolerate 
any such violence. 
It is in vain to expect 
any countenance from the people of the 
East to such attempts. 
Articles like that 
of yours iu the “ Californian” will do in­ 
finitely more good ; and will convince them 
that it would be wise, just and politic, and 
not in conflict with our traditional policy, 
to insist upon a revision of our treaty so 
as to place the Chinese iu this country upon 
the same footing as Americans are placed 
in China, and thus restrict them ex­ 
clusively to the business of foreign com­ 
merce. 
This would be a practicable and 
statesmanlike solution of the whole diffi­ 
culty.

ITEMS OF MINING HEWS. 


Mining on the east fork of the Hassay- 
ampa, iu Arizona, better known as the 
Crook canyon, is getting lively again as 
the snow disappears. 
While ground-sluicing on Poor Man’s 
creek, in Oregon, Thomas Keaton picked 
up an §87 50 nugget in the claim of Kea­ 
ton, Kilppel & Co., last week. 
This is one 
of the largest nuggets found recently and 
is a perfect gem. 
There have just been bonded three of 
the most ini portan t mines in Carlisle dis­ 
trict (Meadow Lake), to men who have 
abundant means for testing the wo-fV' 
the mines, and who have manifesieu the 
disposition to do so. 
On the north-side hills, in tlie shade of 
the timber, says the Arizona Democrat, 
there is snow four feet deep in places yet, 
but it is melting rapidly, and there is wa­ 
ter everywhere, and lots of green grass on 
the southern exposures. 
This will be a 
gay season for miners and prospectors in 
the mountains of Yavapai county. 
A few days since a miner at Remington 
Hill, Nevada county, in attempting to move 
a bowlder, discovered a bonanza. The rock 
was about two feet iu diameter, and in at­ 
tempting to turn it over some gold on the 
surface attracted his attention, and on fur­ 
ther examination it was found to be liter­ 
ally filled with gold and worth several 
thousand dollars. 
There wqp recently found in the Ford & 
Mullen claim, on New York Hill, says the 
Nevada Transcript, a beautiful gold speci- 
inec. It had been imbedded in crystallized 
quartz, and had taken a shape almost as if 
it had been wrought iuto an ornament by 
the hands of a skillful artisan, being studded 
here and there with small crystallization, 
that took on a resemblance of pearls. The 
gold was as bright as if it had been bur­ 
nished. 
* 
We have talked with several experienced 
miners just down from the Skagit gold 
fields, says the Seattle Post, who say the 
mines are the richest struck since 1849, and 
estimate that Ruby, Canyon, Granite and 
Panther creeks will turn out millions of 
dollars this summer and fall, and that there 
is room for 20,000 miners as far as at pres­ 
ent prospected, and there is a vast era 
of gold-bearing country there as yet un­ 
prospected. 
The Sampson Flat mines in Fresno 
county were discovered in January, but 
the matter was kept a profound secret by 
the discoverers until quite recently. Their 
objeet was to have ample time to discover 
and locate the best ledges before the excite­ 
ment. 
Their success has been good. 
The 
leading claims are Big Sampson, owned by 
Little, McBee & Go.—this ledge is eight 
feet wide and assays §90 to §100 gold per 
ton ; the North Star, owned by Fenwick, 
Rape, Converse & Lewis, assays from §150 
to §200 per ton, and is three feet iu width ; 
the Monitor, owned by Davis, Lewis, Shan­ 
non & Case, is five feet wide, and gives an 
average assay of §1,-00 per ton. 
They all 
are in slate formation and carry free gold. 
The recent developments in the Empire 
mine at Tombstone must be encouraging to 
the Boston parties who purchased it only 
last December. 
Work upon it has been 
pushed with that energy peculiar to Massa­ 
chusetts men. Hoisting works of excellent 
character and capacity for sinking from 
1,000 to 1,500 feet have recently been 
erected over its new working shaft, now 
down 140 feet. 
In the o'd prospect shaft, 
down 200 feet, rapid drifting has been go­ 
ing forward on the vein, now in some»130 
feet, in its approach toward the new shaft. 
In the east cross-cut of the old shaft, about 
30 feet from the opening, a body of free 
milling ore, chloride in character, was 
struck, about nine feet in thickness, assay­ 
ing §187 per ton. 
In the new shaft assays 
from vein shoots have been made from §84 
to §212 per ton. 
Tho Empire is looked 
upon as a mine having prospects of perma­ 
nency ami richness second to none in the 
camp.—[Tucson Record. 


PACIFIC) COAST ITEMS. 


AUSTRALASIA. 


By the steamship City of New York, 
which arrived at San Francisco yesterday, 
we have later dates from Australasia : 
During the month the New Zealand 
Ministers have been busy throughout the 
colony, and there are now signs that they 
are preparing for the session of Parliament 
which is to commence in May. 
The Hon. 
Mr. Hall, the Premier, reached Auckland 
on the Sth of March, and was followed in 
a few days after by the Hon. M. Kolleston, 
Minister of Lands, Justice and Immigra­ 
tion. 
Business during the month lias been dull, 
especially in the southern provinces of 
New Zealand, and there have been com­ 
plaints from various quarters of want of 
employment. 
In the circumstaicus the 
Government has sent home instructions to 
the Agent-General that the immigration 
system hitherto in operation should be 
largely modified. The only immigration 
now to lie encouraged is that of persons 
skilled in agriculture and possessed of some 
capital. 
A “ Native Parliament” assembled at 
Orake", New Zealand, April 18th. 
Orakei 
is a small native settlement, about four 
miles from Auckland, where live the rem­ 
nants of the tribes who formerly owned 
the Auckland district under the chief Paul 
Tuhaere. 
These people, with their kins­ 
men from K aipara,' and some Ngapahi 
chiefs from the Bay of Islands district, 
have gathered, to the number of about 
200, to discuss subjects interesting to them. 
Thomas Birch, who was a passenger 
from Dunedin to Auckland by the Union 
Steamship Company’s vessel Penguin, ex­ 
pired suddenly on board, on the 12th of 
March. 
On Thursday, March 4th, a destructive 
fire occurred at Tamaki, New Zealand. 
Commissions are sitting on the public 
works of New Zealand, in order to decide 
on the roads of railway to be completed, 
and to report as to the efficient and econ­ 
omical working of the present lines. 
A 
Commission is also sitting to consider the 
best means of promoting the industries of 
the colonies. 
The net land revenue of New Zealand 
for the quarter ending the 31st of Decem­ 
ber last was £00,037 9s 8d. 
Of this sum 
£27,457 1 Is 3d was the result of the land 
sales, £37,788 la 81 obtained for depastur­ 
ing licenses, rents, etc., and £793 10s 9J, 
miscellaneous receipts. 
Splendid rain has fallen all over the col­ 
ony of Victoria, 
Mr. Duffy is appointed Victorian Minis­ 
ter for Agriculture, without salary. 
Under the new rule, females are being 
admitted to the Victorian University. 
E. Ward, M. P. for South Australia, in­ 
tends asserting his privilege of freedom 
from arrest for debt within forty days of 
the assembling or prorogation of Parlia­ 
ment, by bringing an action for heavy dam­ 
ages against Wickliu and Swinden, who re­ 
cently had Ward imprisoned. 
Tiie Northern Territory, South Austra­ 
lia, police found the tracks of Holmes’ 
murderers and followed them for two days, 
till driven back by swamp country, pre­ 
venting any further tracking on horseback. 
They tried to proceed on foot, hut could 
not carry the provisions, and the South­ 
port blacks refused to assist the police on 
the plea that they were afraid. 
Imme­ 
diately the country ib dry enough the police 
will start again.

It cost the city of Portland, Or., §116 
during the month of March for killing and 
burying 5t> worthless canines. 
Geo. Albert, who was recently cut by 
Warren at Rough and Ready, Nevada 
county, died at 10 o’clock Sunday night. 
Professor George Davidson is at present 
stationed on Mount Diablo with a corps of 
assistants, 
taking observations for the 
geodetic survey. 
A new town has been laid out on the rail­ 
road about six miles north of Kingsburg, 
Tulare county. 
It will be the center of a 
very prosperous farming community. 
San Bernardino is about to take heroic 
measures with the hoodlum element that 
infests that place. 
The most aggressive of 
their kind have been ordered to vamose. 
T. H. Hyatt, Jr., of Winters, has been 
appointed by Hon. 11. J. Hudson short­ 
hand reporter for the Superior Court of 
Lake county. 
Mr. H yatt is also short­ 
hand reporter for the Superior Court of 
Yolo. 
The Stockton 
Paper Mill Company 
shipped about seven and a half tons of 
printing paper Wednesday—five tons in 
rolls and two tons and a half in bundles. 
The lot was consigned to two San Francisco 
newspapers. 
A delegation of business men, appointed 
by the citizens, has left Prescott, Arizona, 
lay before the managers of the Atchi­ 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad Com­ 
pany the advantages to he derived from 
running their railroad through that town 
in its route to the Pacific ocean. 
The number of unemployed men who 
have been about town nearly all winter, 
says the Inyo Independent, have scattered 
out, leaving the place looking more or less 
depopulated. 
We have heard of several 
inquiries during the week for good miners, 
for places which have not yet been filled. 
It is not generally known from whence 
c#me the name of Paskenta and what is 
the meaning thereof. 
The Indians used to 
call a high bluff or a succession of precipi­ 
tous hills aiid rugged tracks of country 
“ Paskenta.” As this name seemed very 
appropriate to the surrounding country 
the place was so named. 
The Jacksonville (Or.) Times suggests 
that, as the warm weather approaches, the 
thousands of carcasses of dead animals 
which have perished during the late severe 
winter and ai;e lying around in many por­ 
tions of Lake, Jackson an-l Siskiyou coun­ 
ties be either buried orar nated, and thus 
prevent the foul and p i rescent stench 
from filling the air we b eathe. 
Some­ 
thing should be dope at one 
both by indi­ 
viduals and the county ana township au­ 
thorities, to ward off the danger threat­ 
ening the health of the people. 
The steamship company, we learn, says 
the Los Angeles Herald, intend to build 
two warehouses on the bluff, or, rather, 
one on each plateau of the double bluff 
back of the site for the new wharf, to 
facilitate the shipment of grain. 
The first 
will be ten feet below the roadway at 
which teams will discharge their loads, the 
grain being passed through a chute into 
the storehouse where it will remain until 
required for shipment. 
As needed it will 
be passed through a second chute to the 
warehouse below and thence through a 
third chute to the deck of the vessel. 
By 
this method, it is claimed, that two men 
in the second warehouse will be able to 
pass down as much grain as ten men can 
stow, a material saving of labor and a sav­ 
ing which will undoubtedly inure to the 
profit of the shipper. 
In early 
days “ sledding” was the 
familiar initiation of a stranger at Middle­ 
town, Lake county. 
He was first made to 
treat and then be treated until his senses 
were nearly gone. 
An invitation was ex­ 
tended to him 
to ercss the street to 
another ealoon, when hardly had he passed 
the threshold of the door when his legs 
were tripped from beneath him, and some 
rough would get between his legs and tak­ 
ing a foot in each hand would drag him up 
and down the strpet until his clothes were 
torn from his body, and his head was 
scratched and scraped so badly that a 
whole month was required to get it into 
good condition again. 
There were many 
sudden disappearances about that time, 
unaccountable to the outside world, but 
well known to the few desperadoes who 
infested the town. 
They have all gone 
now, and the town appears as quiet as a 
New England village upon a Sunday. 
The great problem of the day is the 
solution of the soul-provoking fifteen-block 
jm^zle. 
A Mormon in Utah tried it the 
other day by making squares in his hack 
yard and arranging his numerous wives so 
as to represent the desired numbers. They 
were much interested in the game, and 
things went smooth enough until he got 
down to 13, 14, 15. 
By this time there 
was evidence of uneasiness in the upper 
row. 
The wives from No. 1 to 12 were 
tired of standing, and growing impatient at 
the non-success of their spouse, began to 
chip in with such suggestions a®, “ Move 
red-headed 14 to the left.” “ Rush that 
snaggle-toothed object with 15 jiasted on 
her cheek to the other square,” “ Send lop 
eared 13 with the dirty finger nails farther 
down the row,” and in about ten minutes 
it was hard to tell whether that back yard 
was a second-hand clothing store or a de­ 
funct hair shop, and as soon as that Mor- 
man gets out of hospital he is going to 
look for the man who invented the game.

HAWAIIAN ISLANDS. 


By the steamship City of New York, 
which arrived at San Francisco yesterday, 
we have files of Honolulu papers to April 
7 th. 
The rain record for the first three months 
of the year is less in the sum total than the 
same period of last year, but for both 
February and March, 1880, the fall is much 
greater than fur those months in 1879. 
The rainfall for January, 1879, was, how­ 
ever, very heavy. 
At \V. \Y. Hall’s, at 
Nuuano avenue, which gives about the 
mean fall, the figures are : First quarter, 
1S79, 16.73 inches; 18S0, 15.79 inches; 
but in January, the comparative figures 
are: 1879, 13.09; 1880, 4.01, while for 
February and March, 1880, the fall was 
7.05 and 4.72 inches. 
The report of the Health Officer for 
March is interesting. 
He states that the 
public health is generally good, though the 
number of deaths exceeded what he had 
expected. 
The total number of deaths pre­ 
sumably for Honolulu only is 55, of which 
40 are Hawaiiansand 4 South Sea Islanders. 
The rumors of Ministerial resignations 
are unfounded. 
A gratifying illustration of the increase 
of business in the community, is the change 
now making in the Postoffice quarters, 
whereby the accommodations will be nearly 
if not quite doubled. 
Most of the plantations on Maui arc 
grinding, and doing good work.

The interest we, the Saeramento printers, have in 
the m atter is th is : It has only been about eighteen 
m onths siuce the printers of this coast quietly sub­ 
m itted to a reduction of eighteen and three-fourth* 
per cent, of their wages. 
At th at time the reduc­ 
tion was brought on by the San Francisco Chronicle. 
We recognize the fact th at the Chronicle again aims 
a blow at the typographical frater^jty generally. 
Printers are to-day receiving less wages, in propor­ 
tion to the hours employed, than any other class of 
skilltd tradesm en. 
Many of us are men of families 
and our wages are now as low as men can be 
reasonably asked to work for—so low, in fact, that, 
notw ithstanding the long hours employed, even with 
the most- rigid economy and steady habits, we are 
kept constantly on Ihe “ ragged edge” of jioverty. 


If the Chronicle succeeds in this reduction in the 
price of composition in its office, other journals coming 
in com petition with it will demand a reduction 
also. 
The only recourse left for us—our only hope— 
Í9 to take up the battle of our San Francisco fellow - 
craftsireu. 
We are satisfied th at the only avenue to 
the hearts of the DeYoungs is through their pockets- 
The support of their paj>er conies largely from 
laborers and tradesm en, and those patronized by 
them . 
To curtail this patronage of the Chronicle 
is the object and aim oí this address. 


There are journals in San Francisco and Sacra­ 
m ento (of equal ability and far greater reliability 
than the Chronicle) whose proprietors are willing to 
“ live and let let.” 
Every subscriber transferred 
from the Chronicle to one of these journals is a 
direct rebuke to that cverweaning avarice which 
would reduce the man who works for wages to a 
condition of abject poverty, and clothe his family 
with rags. 


Politically we have no war with the Chronicle. 
It 
is its disposition to refuse a fair day’s compensation 
for a fair day’s labor upon which we make war. 


Finally, all clashes of labor are so closely allied 
th at whoever strikes a disastrous and remorseless 
blow at one class of tradesm en, does an act th at 
will tell with more or less effect upon every other 
class.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


The A bduction Case.—In the Police 
Court yesterday the charge against Fred 
Miller for abduction was called up for hear­ 
ing and dismissed. An account of former 
proceedings in the case was published a few 
days since. Miller and the girl Lucretia 
Wilsey lived at Williams, Colusa county. It 
is charged that for shameful purposes he in­ 
duced her to leave her home and come to this 
city. Charles Wilsey, her brother, who is 
a constable at that place, came here, and in 
the Police Court swore out a warrant charg­ 
ing Miller with abduction. He then went to 
Colusa, placed the warrant in the hands of 
Marshal Wescott, who arrested Miller, whom 
he delivered to Wilsey. Wilsey took him to 
Williams and kept him that night. 
The next morning Judge Hatch issued 
a wi it of habeas corpus commanding Wilsey 
to bring Miller before the Superior Court. 
Wilsey refused to do so and was arrested on 
a charge of contempt of Court, Miller was 
discharged, at once came here where the war­ 
rant was issued, voluntarily went into Court, 
gave bond and had the case set for hearing 
yesterday. Wilsey then swore out a wanant 
here charging Miller with seduction and went 
to Colusa to again arrest Miller, but being 
f >rmed that he would again be discharged 
on 
rit of habeas corpus, did not make the 
arre». 
Yesterday Miller came down and 
gave bonds for his appearance to an­ 
swer the charge 
of seduction. 
He 
was defended by attorney Hatch, of 
Colusa, aud the prosecution was conducted 
by District Attorney Buckley and City At­ 
torney Anderson. The girl, who is now- 
stopping in an L-street lodging house, was 
present to testify for the prosecution, and 
several women were in attendance in behalf 
of the defense. The charges were dismissed, 
however, without evidence being taken, on 
the ground that the Courts of this county 
had no jurisdiction in the case.

He had 
heard of the high water, partaken of the ex­ 
citement and was afraid that it would pass 
before next Monday when he will be re­ 
leased. He has notbeen w atched particularly, 
and last evening taking his blankets he went 
into one of the vacant rooms, tied them to 
the bolt of the window ami let Lin self down. 
The rope was not long enough to reach to the 
ground, so he had a jump of several feet, 
landing in the debris and slush which had 
been sluiced out of the old tank. He scram­ 
bled out, however, before he was missed, and 
it is hoped lias gone into the wilderness to re­ 
main a veritable “ Brushy John.” 
Sidewalks, Not Houses.—A statement 
w-a3 made on Tuesday in the report of the 
storm that water had run from the street 
through broken bulkheads into several side­ 
walk areas—the space under sidewalks and 
next to the street bulkhead. Among other 
places named where this happened were 
Scriver’s stables and the Mansion House. 
Some people evidently read the item very 
carelessly. Mr. Scriver aud others say they 
liave been fearfully bored by people constantly 
inquiring about the flooding of their base­ 
ment stories when they have not been 
touched by water from drain, overflow or 
otherwise, and are as dry as a bone, or as 
two bones. The storm reports have spoken 
of many places where the rainfall has ac­ 
cumulated beneath walks, but no one can 
possibly conclude therefrom that the houses 
adjacent are inundated. 
I nformation Wanted. — Information is 
wanted of John Nash, who w-as born near 
Binghamton, N. Y., in 1832, and came to 
California in 18ÍÍ2. He is described as about 
5 feet 10 inches in hight, slim built, black 
liair and dark complexion. The little finger 
of his left hand is gone, down to the middle 
joint. On the left arm is marked “ J. S. 
Nash,” in India ink. His sister, Mrs. Fred­ 
erick I-iewis, of Binghamton, would be glad 
to hear from bim if living. If any one knows 
of his death, she would be glad to know the 
time and the place of his burial. 
Police Court.—In the Police Court yes­ 
terday the following business was trans­ 
acted : The battery cases of Michael O’Brien 
atid Michael Keegan were continued to the 
27th. Ah Leu and Ah You pleaded guilty of 
petit 1 irveuv aud will receive sentence to­ 
day.

Mrs. Delia Lawson was convicted of dis­ 
turbing the peace and wfll receive sentence 
to-day. The charge against Con. Kelly, for 
making threats, was dismissed at the request 
of the prosecuting witness. 
Board of Supervisors.—Tlie Board was 
in session again yesterday with all the mem­ 
bers present. J. R. Johnston notified the 
Board that the bridge across the old bed of 
the American river had drifted away, and 
was authorized to have it relumed. J. 11. 
Johnston asked permission for the Working­ 
men to hold meetings in the Pavilion every 
Sunday night, but this was refused, though 
they will be allowed to do so ou Saturday 
nights. The matter of establishing a free 
ferry across the American was set tor hearing 
Tuesday, J une S:h.

Everything All Right Except the City 
Drainage—Poor Prospect for 
£outh-end People. 
The late storm has ceased to be a sensation 
here. The, American river ha3 declined. It 
behaved handsomely and has credit for it. 
The Sacramento river is at the 24-feet 4-inch 
mark, and is declining slowly. Its highest 
manifestation was reached at 24 feet 0 inches 
at 6 P. M. yesterday. The Yolo people hold 
the levess across the river still, but are both­ 
ered with tule back-water rising in the lower 
lots of \\ ashington. The Sacramento river 
will probably register high for a long time, as 
its sources and tributaries will long be sup­ 
plied from the melting snows. This is to 
be desired. It gives the river a good scouring 
out, and will keep it at a stage in which 
navigation will be unimpeded by sand-bars for 
a longer time than for some years past. 
A report was current in the city yesterday 
that the flood-gates in the city drainage canal, 
which are set in where the canal cuts the old 
railroad embankment back of Freeport, were 
out of order and would not “lose, and that 
back-water from the Mokelurane river was in 
consequence making its way un the canal. 
Mayor Turner states that City Surveyor 
Bassett was sent down at once to view the 
situation. He found the gate shut, and also 
that the outside water back of Freeport was 
higher than that in the canal by two feet— 
the canal being there well protected 
by substantial levees made from the 
earth excavated in constructing the canal. 
The road the other side of the Three-Mile 
House for a distance of half a mile was 
covered two feet deep. The Clarke levee, 20 
miles from Sacramento on the Mokeluinne 
river, had broken, and the water was rushing 
through on to the lands below. Ranches 
about Freeport were submerged to the depth 
of one or two feet, and to a much greater ex­ 
tent where near to the lakes and sloughs iu 
that region. The Mokelumne was found to 
be rising rapidly, but it fails even more 
rapidly. 
The overflowed country about 
Fieeport, and through which Sacramento 
has to drain, can only be rid of its surplus 
waters through small floodgates and narrow 
waterways leading to sloughs putting up from 
tide-water. Mr. Bassett reports^ Willow 
slough full, aud more than that. From an­ 
other source information, confirming Mr. 
Bassett's report, comes to the Record-Union 
and says: ‘‘Freeport is being flooded by the 
back water from the Mokelumne river, the 
small inland levee back of the town bein'- in­ 
sufficient to keep it out. The Sacramento 
river levee is not broken. The road to Free­ 
port from the Three-mile House to beyond 
Willow slough has water on it from six 
inches to waist deep, and is dangerous to 
trave1.” 
Mayor Turner says that the waters backed 
up by the Mokelumne and overflowing the 
low lands through which our drainage canal 
runs, though eight and ten miles distant, will 
check the How in our drainage canal. In 
addition, the lands south of Y street are 
being flooded by the back water mentioned 
backing up the canal, and as they spread 
over the county there will be no diainage for 
several days of any account. This is a mild 
way of putting it, as the probability is that 
it will be many days, if not some weeks, be­ 
fore drainage can be completely resumed. 
This makes the outlook for south-eud resi­ 
dents rather gloomy, a3 a few days more of 
water about choice trees and plants 
means the death of most of such growth 
when the hot sun, which is quite certain to 
put its oar into the case soon, begins to beat 
down upon them. Yesterday the situation 
on <) and E streets, from Fifteenth down to 
Ninth, was deplorable. At noon several 
citizens resident in that section turned out 
and aided Commissioner Davis’ men in cut­ 
ting channels across P and Q streets, at 
Ninth, by which a steady flow of water was 
kept up to the R-street sewer, and the over­ 
flow began to lessen along the line, and 
especially between Ninth and Tenth. Mr. 
Davis was on the ground doing all that 
could be done to affoid relief. Later in the 
day a deep cut was made on the south line of O 
street, across Eleventh, and the waters from 
above came down rapidly, and the overflow 
arose on Tenth street and below to Ninth 
and out to R to its old hight, and even in­ 
creased in the half block next above Tenth 
and the whole block next below Tenth along 
O street. The cutting occasioned some bad 
feeling aud warm expressions from sufferers, 
quite pardonable under the circumstances, 
but the necessity for the opening existed and 
it was wise to make it, in the opinion of the 
officials and of experts iu drainage. 
Drainage water stands on M, N, O and P 
streets, above Capitol Park ; on N, O, P and 
Q streets, in low places below Seventh street: 
and on several of the blocks south of O and 
above Ninth, and south of O and below Sev­ 
enth. 
ALL THE DAMAGE 
From this drainage water, which has nearly 
ruined so many beautiful gardens, would not 
have occurred had Burns’ slough been carried 
ont of the city east of Poverty Ridge and 
its west side banked up. This is the ex­ 
pression of every resident the reporters could 
see in the inundated section, and of about, 
all who have examined into the situation. 
In the north part of the city the drainage 
water on streets and lots is rapidly disappear­ 
ing, and the residents there will have dust in 
the streets while south-enders are floating to 
their wood-piles on rafts, and penetrating the 
recesses of their cellars iu tubs converted 
into skiffs. 
The Y-street levee has been cut by resi­ 
dents near the south end of Eighteenth street 
to let off drainage water threatening the 
vegetable gardens there, and a channel of 
five or six feet in width is now open. 
Metropolitan Theater.—Tlie Golden 
City minstrel troupe, an amateur combina­ 
tion of Sacramento, made its first appearance 
in this city last evening at the Metropolitan. 
The theater was filled in every part, and the 
audience gave the most pronounced evidence 
of its approval of the troupe. The company 
lias played at one or two country to#ns be­ 
fore appearing here, and hence was somewhat 
prepared to face a home audience. Twenty- 
seven members of the association appeared in 
the first part or minstrel scene, thirteen 
of whom

The company did well and 
gave an entertaining performance, marked by 
some especially good acts, and some that are 
capable of being much improved.

If these 
hopes are realized, the east and west-bound 
trains will approach that point to-daj’, and 
passengers and mails will be transferred. A 
large force was put to work yesterday to 
clear away the fallen debris of the land-slide 
by means of gruund-sluices.
